Postmaster Roy I. Kufalk pomts 
out, this week that careless address- 
ing-spells trouble for the sender, 
as well as extra headaches for pos- 
tal clerks at a season when they're 
already working around the clock to 
keep the holidays mails moving. 
"Each .year, thousands of long 
friendships suddenly turn chilly 
when an eagerly-awaited Christ? 
mas^card or gift fails to arrive," he 
observes. . 

So if you want to keep your color- 
ful and warm-hearted Christmas 
greetings from going to rest in the 
Dead Letter office this year, you'd 
better heed the Postmaster's detail- 
ed advice for Yuletide mailings, 

"Mail promptly,'.' he urges. All 
packages and all Christmas cards 
for-' out-of-state delivery should be 
in theVpost office by December 10, 
and all'cards for local delivery 
should be. mailed at least a week 
before Christmas. 

"Affix stamps firmly. Don't just 
give stamps a lick and a pat — they 
may fall off en route. 

"Address plainly and complete- 
ly," he emphasizes. "That means 
the full name, house number, street, 
name of city, zone number, and the 
state. "^ 

"Remember, much holiday mail is 
delivered by emergency carriers 
who haven't the faintest idea where 
"The Wilson Farmily' l^ives "On Oak 
Street.' There may be even two or 
three different parts of one street. 

"Don't put- 'City.' Write out 'An- 
tioch, 111.' If a Christmas, card 
marked 'City' happens to slip Into 
the wrong mail pouch, it may end 
up in the Dead Letter office. 

The Postmaster recommends 
sending all Christmas cards by first- 
class mail which means with regu- 
lar 3-ceht stamps. 

First class mail is Entitled to "di- 
rectory service" by skilled post of- 
fice clerks who wiU try to trace 
down addressees who have moved 
sihce you mailed your .Christmas 
cards last x^ar. 

Only first class mail will be for- 
warded from one address to the 
other or returned to the sender 
without collection of additional 
postage if the addressee is not loca- 
ted. It will come back, that is pro- 
vided you make sure to place your 
return -address on each Christmas 
card you mail. • • 

However, if you decide to' mall 
your Christmas cards with H4-cent 
stamps — keep your tongue in your 
cheek and off that flap. Third class 
mall must not be sealed and must 
not contain personal messages, al- 
though a hand- written signature is 
permissable. Only one effort is 
made to deliver it — and if the ad- 
dress is incorrect or incomplete, 
your . cheerful but misdirected 
Christmas card will spend a lonely 
Yuletide in the Dead Letter office.

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Not A Blank Check 

A stranger reading the post-election discussion 
in the United States would think we elected a Presi- 
dent for the principal purpose of serving the labor 
group, the farm group, the industrial group, or some 
other group that claimed he owed his success to it. 
As a matter of fact, we elect a President to serve all 
tho people. 

It is important to call the people's attention to 
this fact — and also to tho fact that this election was 
not a directive to Congress to rubber stamp the acts 
of the President, because Congressmen generally re- 
ceived more votes than the President. 

There has been a lot of loose talk to the effect 
that the election of Mr. Truman automatically meant 
a swing to the left in this country — a swing toward 
more socialization and regimentation of business, and 
more and more paternalism in government. Again, 
the facts do not justify such a belief by any Congress- 
man or the President. 



I was concerned, complete state ownership necessarily 
would involve complete dictatorship, and that the 
effort to escape all dictatorial rule was the reason 
for America's founding and growth."

Biit what he said should be kept 
everlastingly In mind In this country, particularly 
at a lime when forces which fovor regimentation of 
industry anti the inlivldual, and virtually unlimited 
extension of tho powers of tho government, are using 
every conceivable technique to gain their ends. If 
anything on earth Is true, it Is that private owner- 
ship of property and private enterprise arc the rock 
on which representative government of the people is 
based. Neither could long exist if the other were 
destroyed. 

Throughout his book, Gencrol Eisenhower 
speaks of certain almost unique qualities which the 
American soldier possessed. These were the qualities 
of self-rclioncc, of the obility to improvise under 
difficulties, of individual Initiative, of the talent for 
making the most of what they had to work and fight 
with. Those qualities were brought to the Army from 
civilian life, and they are typical of the American 
character. They — more then any material possession — 
have been responsible for building this nation in time 
of peace, and protecting it in time of war. 

It may seem a small thing for the government 
to go into the electric power business and so force 
private enterprise out of that field in some state or 
region. But the big point is that such a precedent 
established can lead the way to more and more state 
ownership of other industries and resources, and 
more political domination of the individual.— and 
that, as General Eisenhower said "would involve com- 
plete dictatorship." 

It is not by chance that we have become the 
leader of the free nations of the world. It is the result 
of a philosophy of government which encouraged in- 
dividu.il initiative.

!lady' sourdough, who once made as 

much as $750 a night dancing for 
, and with eager miners, trappers 

and hunters In the Alaskan gold 

rush days. 

Kate went north In 1900 in boy'a 
clothing when she was 20 years old. 
^She Joined a vaudeville troupe and 
'In a short while she was undis< 
•puted queen of the Yukon. 

Dollar a Dance. 

Sourdoughs paid a dollar a dance 
in those days and the girls received 
25 cents of the dollar and got a cut 
on the drinks. The girls drank Iced 
tea, wore high necked ' shirtwalsta 
ond skirts to the ground. 

"They were very decorous," Kote 
explained. 

The Yukon proved to be a bo- 
nanza for the little Spokane girl 
with golden hair and an Irish smile. 
She financed Alexander Pantoges' 
first theater venture and performed 
in his first, vaudeville show. Pan- 
tagcs became a successful west 
coast theater owner and producer. 

It was In 1000 that the queen of 
the Yukon met boshful Johnny 
Mattson, on Christmas eve. Johnny 
a trapper and miner, fell !n love 
with Kate, but it took him 33 years 
to propose.

But meantime she had met, mar- 
ried and divorced Floyd Warren, a 
handsome cowboy, after a courtship 
by correspondence.

Johnny and Kate were morried In 
.Vancouver, B. C, on July 14, 1933. 
After the wedding Johnny went 



back to his claim, )00 miles from 
Dawson, Yukon territory. Kato re- 
turned to Bond, whore friends' 
chongid her name from Klondike 
\Kato to Aunt Kate. 

Johnny ond Kato mot in Dawson 
once a year and twice a year he 
wrote to her, In October, 1948, Kote 
became worried because Jolinny's 
usual letter failed to arrive, She 
instigated a search and a trapper 
found tho 83'ycar-old sourdough 
dead on a frozen trail seven miles 
from his lonely cqbin. 

Koto had flown to Dawson and 
waa there when the news arrived.

Wont a safe_holtdoy season with 
no Christmas tree fires? You can be 
protected If you fire-proof your 
tree by feeding it an ammonium- 
siilfotc solution, or you can do al- 
most os good a Job with just plain 
water. 

Either is easy to do at homo, says 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture foresters. Here's what 
you do, says Bob Rcnncls, extension 
forester: 

Get'a freshly 'cut tree, weight It, 
and measure out 1 pound of am- 
monium sulfate for every 4 pounds 
of tree weight. You can get the 
chemical at most seed and fertilizer 
stores. 

Then mix iVi pints of water with 
each pound of anunonium sulfate, 
and pour the mixture Into, a nar- 
row-mouth jar, about two-quart 
size . 

Next saw. off the trunk in a slant- 
ing or. V-shaped cut at least an inch 
from the stump end. Set the trunk 
In the solution at once, and put It 
In a cool place away from direct 
sunlight It will take about 4-6 days 
for the tree to absorb the chemical 
solution and become fire-proof.

You might evdn "plant" 
tlic tree in d bucket of sand and 
ifSur water over the sand. 

TlicSc fire precautions will work' 
best on freshly cut trees, but they 
also apply to shlppcd-in trees which 
may have dried out en route. 

The point is to keep your tree 
well -watered or sec that It absorbs 
a full "dryik" of ammonium-sul- 
fate solution. Then you'll eliminate 
flame -happy Christmas trees dur- 
ing the holiday season.

Here's How To Get 
The Most From The 

Chrittmali Turkey 



Make the most of your invest- 
ment In a Christmas turkey by giv- 
ing the bird the best oven treatment 
the experts can suggest 

To roast It right, cook It slowly 
on a rack In nn open pan without 
adding any water. That's the advice 
of Miss Grace Armstrong, foods and 
nutrition specialist, University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture. 

Miss Armstrong suggests that you 
cover the top and sides of the bird 
with a fat-moistened cloth to keep 
the skin from getting dry and from 
browning too fast. Or you may 
brush the skin with unsaltcd fat 
to keep It' from blistering. 

Start the bird roasting by placing 
it breast side down on the rack, 
then, when it's about three-fourths 
done, turn it breast up to brown 
it. 

If you don't have a temperature 
table for roasting the turkey, hero's 
what is recommended for different- 
sized birds: Roast a 0-to 9-pound 
turkey in a 325' F. oven for 2V4 to 
3 hours. A 10- to 13-pound turkey 
should be roasted at 300' F. for 3 
to 4 hours and a H-1 7-pound turkey 
at 275' F. for A\^Ao 5^^ hours. 

It's usually a problem to tell just 
when the turkey is done, but here's 
some help on that score: Press the 
fleshy part of the drumstick with 
your fingers; use a clotli or paper 
to protect your fingers. If the moat 
feels soft, it's done. 

Here's another test: Try moving 
the drumstick up and down. If the 
log joint gives readily or titeaks, 
the biwl is ready for the trip to the 
table. 



Only Two Wceki Left 
In Which To Apply For 
Refund On Income Tax 

Only two weeks remain for 
next-of-kin of men who have died 
in service since the start of World 
War II to make application for re- 
funds on income taxes paid by the 
deceased serviceman. 

The deadline for such applica- 
tions, the Illinois Veterans Commis- 
sion warned today, is January 1, 
1040. 

Such refunds arc collectable under 
Public Law 367 passed by the 80lh 
Congress. This law provides that 
survivors of deceased veterans who 
died in service at any time after 
Dec, 7, 1041, and whose estates were 
relieved of income tax liability for 
the taxable -year of his death and 
any prior year ,may claim refund 
of any overpayment of such tax. 

Survivors of veterans dying in 
service since Dec. 7, 1041 should 
contact tile nearest office of the In- 
ternal Revenue Department to de- 
termine eligibility and to secure the 
necessary form.

Herring Catches for Europe 

BLOCK ISLAND, R. I.— The fish 
In Block Island sound are feeling 
the eflects of the European Recov- 
ery plan. 

Millions of herring — left undis- 
turbed in the past for lack of a 
market — are being caught to feed 
the hungry abroad. Huge trailers 
arc carrying the silvery, foot-long 
fish to canning factories on the 
eastern shore of Maryland and to 
Maine. 

Carl Johnson, veteran fishing cap- 
tain, explained they had been in the 
sound for years, "But," he said, 
"this is the first year we've han« 
died them. The large majority are 
canned for the new type of lend- 
lease for Europe. We're trying to 
knock a couple of billion dollars oil
